Details of the tentative compro­ 
mise were withheld pending final 
agreement which will probably be 
reached next Wednesday when the 
conferees meet again to complete 
action on {he program. 
Other conferees will take up mi­ 
nor differences in the tax portion 
of the legislation before 
it goes 
back to the two branches of Con­ 
gress for final action. 
The House passed a bill calling 
for an overall 51Vi-biUion-dollar 
federal - state highway program. 
Tile Senate approved a $37,200,- 
000.000 bill.

Mid-June is the time to start 
renovating 
permanent 
pastures 
that are run down and located on 
rough ground where cropping is 
undesirable 
Such pastures are 
common in southern Illinois. With 
a sound investment in fertilizers 
and 
a good mixture 
of grass- 
legume seed, some hard work, and 
good management many of the pas­ 
tures may be restored to greater 
productivity 
The run down pasture usually has 
no legumes and supports only thin 
sods of broomsedge, poverty grass, 
and remnants of some of the more 
desirable varieties, such as blue­ 
grass. 
Most of such vegetation 
isn’t tasty to livestock and has low 
feeding value. Any valuable graz­ 
ing 
available 
comes 
in early 
spring. By midsummer such pas­ 
tures are worth little for producing 
milk and beef. 


In a renovation program the im­ 
provement may be accomplished 
w ith' little danger of soil loss by 
erosion because the old vegetation 
remains on the surface to help hold 
soil and retain rainfall. The whole 
job can be done in one season. 
Procedures 
call 
for 
discing, 
spring tooth harrowing, or other­ 
wise tearing up the old sod when 
the spring growth has been graz­ 
ed down. 
Fertilizer and lime re­ 
quirements should be determined 
by testing the soil. 
These should 
be added well in advance of the 
final discing and mixed thoroughly 
with the soil.

Farmers who are in doubt about 
having sufficient pasture forage to 
carry their livestock through the 
summer can be sure by seeding 
sudan grass for summer and fall 
grazing. 
Seeding time for this 
forage crop comes in late May or 
during June. 
If moisture condi­ 
tions are suitable for quick ger­ 
mination, the seeding will become 
well established and provide pal­ 
atable forage for livestock when 
other pasture crops are slowing 
down.

Bad Climatic 
Conditions 
Hit Evergreens 


U R B A N A , Hi! — Widespread 
browning or death of evergreens 
of all varieties this year is attrib­ 
uted to adverse climatic conditions 
and not to disease. 
Dr. R.fJ. Campana, plant pa­ 
thologist of the Illinois Natural 
History Survey, a research division 
of the state Department of Regis­ 
tration and Education, blames pro­ 
longed and severe deficiency of 
soil moisture. 
Although last Oc­ 
tober and November were among 
the wettest on record, the follow­ 
ing five-month period from early 
December through April 24 was 
the second driest on record. 
“Unusually mild temperatures in 
the fall of 1955 resulted in much 
ldte-season growth of evergreens 
with little opportunity for harden­ 
ing of plants before freezing weath­ 
er,” Dr. Campana said. 
“The on­ 
set of cold without a gradual hard­ 
ening period probably injured the 
root systems of many trees. 
“Under winter conditions great 
quantities of water are lost thru 
evaporation from foliage of ever­ 
greens on warm or windy winter 
days and, since the roots are in 
frozen soil, the trees are unable 
to replace the evaporated water. 
Damaged root systems, depleted 
soil moisture and inability of the 
trees to replace evaporated water 
caused great numbers to die. 
“Damage over the state varied 
from premature shedding of older 
needles and burning of needle tips, 
particularly on pine and spruces, 
to death of terminal and occasional 
lateral branches, death of whole

SAUGUS, Calif, ta — Military 
officials clamped a tight lid of se­ 
crecy today on their investigation

INTRODUCTION-T h e Apostle 
Paul, at the time of this scripture 
lesson, has completed his mission­ 
ary tours. He has appeared be- 
forw several high officials to de­ 
fend himself as to why he preach­ 
ed and believed as he did. He has 
appeared before Festus, who want­ 
ed to please the Jews by sending 
P aul back to Jerusalem. 
P au l made in apjteal on the 
grounds of Roman citizenship, and 
asked to be sent to Rome. He want­ 
ed to appear before Caesar. Think 
of it! Paul could have been set 
free, but he chose rather to hold 
the banner of Christ high by .wit­ 
nessing before the Caesar of Rome. 
Before Paul could be sent to 
Rome, Herod Agrippa II made 
a visit to Caeserea and expressed 
the desire to see and hear Paul. 
He was curious Remember last 
Sunday that we learned that the 
gospel is powerful when preached 
in its true form. Kings and queens 
cannot resist it! 


I A TACTFUL APPROACH 
(VV. 2-3) 


P aul was brought before Agrip­ 
pa, who told him to go ahead and 
sp^ak for himself Notice the tact 
w ith which Paul approached Agrip­ 
pa. 
He said that he was happy 
to give his testimony before such 
a brilliant man 
He asked that 
Agrippa hear him patiently. 
lf people today could only learn 
this lessop in tact and courtesy! 
M any a person is lost today, be­ 
cause some gruff, tactless, “Imow- 
it-all** 
individual hts used the 
wrong approach (In another state 
one time I found it almost impos­ 
sible to get into the home of a 
m an, because a year before some 
would-be personal worker had al­ 
m ost come to blows with him, be­ 
cause he would not accept Chi^t.) 
Paul prepared the way for his 
testimony by saying kind things 
to Agrippa. Agriiqia was ready 
to listen.

Paul tdd Agrippa that he had

III PAUL'S CONVERSION 
(VV. 12-19) 
There has never been another 
conversion experience like Paul’s. 
Some folks have died and gone 
to hell while waiting for a similar 
experience. 
Here we see Paul relating his 
great conversion experience be­ 
fore Agrippa. My! What a power­ 
ful testimony 
he was hearing. 
Some of the greatest sermons that 
Paul ever preached were those in 
which he simply told what Jesus 
had done for bim. 
lf you have 
been saved (bom again), if you 
have had 
an 
experience with 
Christ your testimony to other! 
about these experiences will be 
great sermons. 
The new birth changes an In­ 
dividual inside and out. He be­ 
comes a new creature in Christ 
Jesus 
He walks .in a new life. 
Paul had lust such an experience 
and was not ashamed to tell It to 
any person Are you? 
CONCLUSION (V 22-23) 
Paul 
then began to preach repentance. 
He told Agrippa 
that he had 
preached to people throughout the 
land that they should repent and 
be saved. 
He then turned the 
searchlight of the Holy Spirit upon 
Agrippa. When he had finished, 
Agrippa laid: 
“Paul, almost thou persuades! 
me to be a Christian,” to which 
Paul replied: '‘I would to God, 
that not only thou, but also all 
that hear me this day, were both 
almost, and altogether such as I 
am, except these bonds.” 
Friend, 
if Christ meant that 
much to Paul 
who was facing 
death, does He not mean that much 
to you as you face life?

Thomson Leads 
Second Round 
Of U. S. Open 


ROCHESTER, N. Y. (W—The U. 
S. Open Golf Tournament c^me 
up for decision today with Peter 
Thomson, the good looking pro 
from Australia, leading Ben Ho­ 
gan by one stroke as the remain­ 
ing 51 players in the field teed off 
for the two final rounds. 
It took a two-round aggregate of 
149 or better to qualify and among 
those on the outside looking in was 
Jack Fleck, the Davenport, Iowa, 
pro who upset Hogan in a playoff 
for the title at San Francisco last 
year. 
Thomson shot a second-round, 
onc-under-par 69 to beat out Hogan 
for the second round lead after 
Bantam Ben had held it for 3 1-2 
hours with a two-under 68. 
But 
Hogan had a first-round 72 which 
gave him a total of 140 while 
Thomson had a first round 70 for 
a total of 139. 
Four Tied at 141 
Following those two, four pros 
were tied for third at 141, includ­ 
ing two former Open champions— 
Ed Furgol and Cary Mid^ecoff. 
Jerry Barber, the little golfer from 
Los Angeles, and Wesley Ellis, a 
newcomer to the big-time ranks 
from Rivervale, N. J., were the 
others in that group. 
Following them at 142 were Ar­ 
nold Palmei, the former Amateur 
champion from Latrobe, Pa., an- 
otiier former Open champ, Julius 
Boros, and Ted KroU of Fort Lau­ 
derdale, Fla. 
An amateur, Dr. Frank Taylor, 
a dentist from Upland, Calif., was 
among those at 143, the others 
being Billy Maxwell of Odessa, 
Texas, a former Amateur champ, 
and Freddie Haas of New Orleans. 
Bob Rosburg, 
the 
first-rouz^ 
leader with a two-under par 68, 
blew to a six-over 76 Friday, and 
was all alone at 144. Tommy Bolt 
and 
Roberto De Vicenzo 
were 
grouped at 145 
Sammy Snead, 
who has been runner-up four times 
but never has won the Open, was 
among seven at 146. That group
